AMERICA SHOCKED BY

Will Rogers, America’s “Good-will Ambassador,” 
ex-cowhoy, humorist and actor, and. Wiley Post, one- . 
eyed Indian pflot, whose adventures in the air have 
thrilled news readers for years, died on their way to 
Moscow, from Seattle, to-day. Their machine crashed 
from an.ualtitude of fifty feet, 15 miles south of this 
point, northermost portion of Alaska. 


They had been lost in the fog, but had safely landed 
at an Eskimo village, named Walkpi. Post tinkered with 
his engine there. for it had been misfiring just before 
they landed. a ieee ee 

For threé hours they rested with the villagers, and 
shared 2 meal with them, and then, although. the fog 
had thickened, and visibility was exceedingly poor, they 
ssked the way Lo Point Barrow, and entered the plane.

RUSH TO SCENE - 


A Slynal Corps sergeant, Morgan, 
and myself took a power whale-boat 
_and rushed to the scene of the 
crash. We brought the bodies to 
Point Barrow. 

We found that the gasoline which 
the plane had scattered over the 
tundra had commenced to burn, but 
it had not harmed the-bodies or 
further demolished the plane, whose 
right wing was torn completely off. 

As we placed the bodies in .the

from Rogers’ pocket. It was a

BODIES RECOVERED 


Seattle, Aug, 16.
